Pos- 
sibly, this feeling was inspired by the news that many old 
State men would once again take up their studies where 
they had dropped off to hustle off to help Uncle Sam bring 
the Hun to time. Well, sure enuf, the old men returned 
after a few years absence, and brot back with them that 
spirit that had waned and almost died during the World 
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War. The student body was ready for the new inspiration 
and immediately fell into line with the enthusiastic leaders 
of our college activities. 

After a few weeks, a monstrous mass meeting was held 
to open the coming football season. At this meeting, C 
Bezdek gave his views on what he thought spirit in college

should amount to. “Follow the team as earnestly in defeat 
as in vietory and the boys on the field will give that little 
something within them which is better than their best—that 
something which they themselves did not know they pos- 
sessed.” His speech brought forth a deafing din from the 
fans, for they realized that in Hugo Bezdek, Penn State had 
a man to train their athletes who was capable of accom- 
plishing big things in whatever he undertook. That night 
everyone left the Auditorium with a feeling that the open- 
ing football season was going to be the first example of 
what loyal State spirit and grit could accomplish in the col- 
legiate world of sports. 

Well, after a few games with weaker elevens, State’s 
gridiron squad journeyed to Dartmouth to give battle to 
efficient Green Mountain team. The boys entered the fr

with a great deal of uncertainty in their minds as to their 
chances of winning; but, nevertheless, “fight was their 
watchword and fight they did. Their efforts were of no 
avail and they returned home the following day to greet 
the surprise of their lives. The entire student body turn- 
ed out enmasse and lined the road on either side for several 
miles out of town, to welcome the defeated, They were 
there to show the boys and “Bez” that the fellows were 
behind the team to a man. At the trackhouse several short 
speeches were heard from Capt. Bob Higgins ,Bezdek, and 


a few others, “Bez” claims it was the greatest demonstr 
tlon of student support he had ever witnesses in all his years 
of coaching experience. 

Then the team settled down to good conscientious train- 


ing for the Penn game on November first, The drizazling 
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rain didn’t dampen the fighting spirit of the men in the least, 
for under such miserable conditions—a muddy field and dark 
practice hours—the coach and his assistants developed the 
fastest gridiron machine that had played on Franklin Field 


up to that time. The marvelous performance of the men in 
that game was a revelation to the State spectators as well 
as the rival fans. The college practically closed down over 
that week-end. Half the student body journeyed to Penn 
to see the annual battle with one of State’s most bitter 
rivals. Joy reigned supreme and unconfined the following 
Monday when all returned to celebrate the downfall of “Old 
Penn.” An immense bonfire served as a vent to the stored- 
up feelings of all. 

The Lehigh and Cornell games followed in quick suc- 
cession, and they netted State two more much coveted scalps. 
There remained but on? more game of the season, that year- 
ly engagement with Pop Warner's famed eleven. Ten, long 
trying days were spent by the football men and coaches in 
preparing for this battle. 

And then the day came when every loyel supporter 
traveled over the mountains to Pittsburgh to attend the 
final and most important game, Forbes Field h2ld a capac- 
ity crowd that Thanksgiving Day for State alumni and un- 
dergraduates swarmed to the stands to view a game, the 
outcome of which they felt, would be victory for Old Penn 
State. They were by no means disappointed. Our eleven 
completely outclassed the Pitt Panthers during all stages of 
the game. After a period of six years of defeat, and in Bez- 
dek’s first normal year at State, our colleg succeeded in 
turning out a t2am capable of downing the Pittsburghers. 
Thus ended the most successful of State's football seasons. 
We feel sure that the success was dus to the unlimited sup- 
Port of the whole school. 

The first stage of athletics is ended and all eyes are now 
turned on the wrestling and basketball teams which have 
been patiently working to perfect their efficiency in their 
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respective fields of sport. The interest displayed in wrest- 
ling is shown by the large number of men who reported at 
the Armory on the first day of the training season. Many 
old mat stars have returned and will be seen in action on 
the padd2d square. The schedule calls for a number of 
worthy meets and we feel confident that State’s former 
wrestling reputation will be more than ably upheld in the 
coming contests. 


The results of this ‘new old State spirit” is very appar- 
ent in our every day routine; college customs are being more 
and more strictly observed.

One phase of the system of mass athletics at Penn State, 
as outlined by Hugo Bezdeke in 1918, was the Inter-frat2rnity 
Basketball League. Any fraternity or club was allowed to 
enter the league provided the men taking part in the games, 


When 
the contest started, thirty teams had been entered; and these 
were divided into five divisions of six teams each. A sched- 
ule was arranged so that each team played but two games a 


week; no team being played more than once. In case of a 
tie in the division, an extra game was played between the 
two, and the winner thus determined, 


Then came the finals, after all divisional games had 
been played and the winner established in each. Alphi Chi 
Rho was first in its division, having defeated every opponent. 


By the process of elimination, we downed the contending di- 


visional leaders and completed the series that proclaimed us 
the undefeated champions. 

The cup, which was awarded at a monstrous mass mect- 
ing was a surprise to us all, for it far exceeded our wildest 


dreams. Just now, it is holding down a permanent seat of 


honor on the mantle above the old fireplace and is destined 
for a good long stay. 

“How did you fellows win that cup?” is 
asked of us.
